“More attention is given to Califor- 
nia by our department than to any 
other Western State,“ declared Direc- 
tor George Otis Smith of the United 
States Geological Survey, last night. 

He said experienced men are making 
maps, drawing up reports, and devot- 
ing their time to the investigation of 
the water, oil and mineral supply of 
this State. “The Owens River water 
system is a magnificent project, and 
one that. shows the caliber of the resi- 
dents of this city,” said the director 
incidentally. 

Continuing, he said: “It happens 
that all branches of survey work are 
represented in this State by men who 
are’ especially interested in the work. 
Investigations as to water supply are 
being made by W. C. Mendenhall and 
W. B. Clapp: a topographica' survey 
is being made by R. B. Marshall of 
Sacramento, and geojogical work is be- 
ing done by Ralph ‘Arnold and L. C. 
Graton. The last-named gentieman is 
completing an econdmic survey of the

IRONING DAY. 

The most fiery day of the week in 
New York is troning day—Tuesday— 
when 9898 fires occurred, due partly to 
the ranges and gas stoves being kept 
at full diast with plies of dry clothes 
around them. 

The busiest hour of the day for fire- 
men is the dinner hour, 6 to 7 o'clock, 
when an average of 62! alarms come 
in. At this time factories and offices 
have just been deserted, and whatever 
has been left amiss has time to finish 
smouldering and burst into fame. 

The busiest month is January, when 
coal is piled in to get more heat. This 
month has fires to its credit, though 
November, with its election celebra- 
tions and the necessity of using more 
light end giving heating apparatus 
its first really good test, is a close sec- 
ond with 624 fires to its discredit. 


“RECREATION” BLAZES. 


Recreation hours seem to be the time 
of the day when the bulk of the 


night to 6 in the morning the lightest. 
For but 866 fires are charged to early 
morning. while 2356 oceurred between 
6 oclock and midnight: 1997 were at 
the shopping and matinée hours, from 
noon to 6 o'clock, and 1138 happened 
between breakfast and luncheon. And 
this idea is further borne out by the 
fact that the second highest figure for 
the week, 932, is for Sunday, when 
the people are at church or off on out- 


1 
"Fhe special frequency of fires between 
6 o'clock and midnight is attributable 
to a number of causes. In the first 
place, during these hours more lights 
are burning than at any other time. 
Open fires are lighted: there is more 
smoking of cigars; alcohol chafing 
dishes are very much in requisition. 
All of these things mean that matches 
are more used than at any other time 
ef the day. Factories and stores are 
deserted, and if there has been any fire 
seed sown before 6 o'clock it may be 
expected to germinate before midnight. 
Moreover, the streets at this hour are 
filled with peopla who are careless 
about letting matches or lighted cl. 
gare fall into doorways or in rubbish 
around the doorways of shops. 
“MODESTY” FIRES. 
The fires after midnight are, in many 
cases, modesty fires. The baby wakes 
up and mother in dishubille rises to 
attend to him. She strikes a match 
and then realizes that the shades are 
up. So before she lights the gas she 
goes, lighted match in hand, to the 
window to pull down the shade and. 
of course, sleepily sets fire to the lace 
curtains. This is not very effective as 
a measure of modesty, because soon 
mother and the whole family are 
probably taking a trip down the fire 
escape without any chance to dress 
for the occasion. 
The worst monetary damage by fire 
was in December. January and Febru- 
ary, when $2,938.835 of loss oceurred. 
The lowest month for loss is Septem- 


ber, when the children go to school 
again, though the fewest fires occur 
in August. „ summer, when no hear- 


ing apparatus is used and fewest lights 
are burned, is the time when there ts 
least damage to buildings. Of the 
summer months, July had the most 
fires, 503, andwf these many were con- 
tributed by the Fourth of July fre. 
works, but, apparently because every 
one expects fires on and about the 
“Fourth” and is very watchful, the 
damage was very low. 

These facts as to the time of fires. 
with cther elaborate data, are collect- 
ed by the fire insurance companies for 
the purpose of establishing their rates.

FINDS STRANGE SAURIAN. 


Discovery of Specimen in Wilds of 
Borneo Unknown to Scientists. 
Expedition in Quest of it. 


News of the discovery of 4 
saurian unknown 

North Borneo, was brough by H. D. 
Ellis, superintendent of the British 
Public Works Department at Sanda- 
kan, Borneo, to Vancouver, B. C. An 
attempt was made to capture or at 
least to secure a description of the 
strange. unknown saurian, but this 
was unsuccessful. Mr. Dunlap of the 
colonial service at Sandakan was in 
charge of this work.
